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The material for this report was collected in the spring of 1920. 
As our Class Treasurer was in some reasonable doubt as to whether 
the Class Fund would suffice for our Thirtieth Anniversary and the 
Publication of the Report it seemed wise to defer its publication until 
a satisfactory surplus could be in sight. The report was therefore not 
released for the printer till the spring of 1921 and though delayed in 
its issue it will be paid for out of our present funds without any neces- 
sity of further calls for financial assistance.

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In the spring of 1917, 1 joined what was at that time known as the 
Home Defense League, an organization of citizens formed by the then 
police commissioner, Arthur Woods, for the purpose of supplementing^ 
the work of the New York City police force. The outbreak of the war 
had led to all 'kinds of alarming rumors with respect to disorder and 
possible riots and it was to suppress any such tendencies that the 
assistance of civilians was called for. Whether this movement had 
any effect in averting such conditions is problematical; at any rate,, 
there were no disturbances and the fact that there were some eighteen 
thousand men (that being about the number said to have taken part 
in a public parade in May, 1917), who had offered themselves subject 
to call, may have had something to do with it. Our work was com- 
bined with thorough instruction in police duties, such as pistol shoot- 
ing and patrol, with company drill once and often twice a week, and 
also some practice in the use of arms under an army man from Gover- 
nor's Island. I remained with this organization until February, 1919. 

During the war, I was also a member of the Legal Advisory Boards 
the volunteer branch of the Government Service formed for the pur- 
pose of giving legal advice to drafted men and for preparing draft 
papers, and I was likewise for a period engaged as a volunteer assistant 
to the director of the draft in examining and correcting papers and 
questionnaires submitted on the second enrollment. This work lasted 
up to the time of signing the Armistice. Beyond the above, which 
so far as I am concerned comes distinctly within the category of 
emergency activities of the war; I can only add that since the last

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I am serving my third term as mayor of Plainfield, N, J. The second 
term ended before the war did; and as I had organized all local war 
activities and was familiar with this work and problems, it was felt 
that I could render service if I continued in the office. Diu*ing the 
war I was also a member of the Executive Committee and vice-presi- 
dent of the New Jersey State Council of Defense, through which the 
National Council of Defense functioned in New Jersey. 

The most difficult work we had to perform was in 1918 when we 
acted as state agent of the War Labor Board in deciding what new 
building operations should be permitted. Nobody in the state, corpo- 
ration or individual, could put up a building of any kind or an addition 
to one, whether factory, store, house, garage, or hen-coop, without a 
permit from the Executive Committee of the State Council of Defense. 
We had to decide whether the new construction was a "war necessity *'. 
We had no funds for an office or office staff. We met in City Hall, de- 
vised our own forms of application, affidavits, and schedules and set 
up the best system we could to pass fairly on the applications filed 
with us from all over the state. If the war had continued, a less crude 
method of carrying on an important and difficult war activity would 
have become imperative. The responsibility was all out of proportion 
to the means placed at our disposal for carrying on the work on busi- 
ness lines. 

I am president of the New Jersey State League of Municipalities, 
and Association of Municipal Officials which proposes the study of 
municipal problems and the improvement of municipal administra- 
tion through organized co-operation. I practice law in New York as 
a member of the firm of Bard and Calkins. I lost my only son in 
October, 1918, who died of pneumonia in the military hospital of the 
Student Army Training Corps, College, Schenectady, N. Y. 

Since the above report was received from Calkins his term of office 
expired and the Secretary is glad to add the following paragraph 
which it is needless to say was not contributed by the ex-mayor: 

Leigkton Calkins, Class of 1890, who for the past six years has been 
mayor of the city of Plainfield, N. J., was not permitted to retire from 
office without recognition of what he has done for that city during 
his term of service. This took the form of a memorial book in which 
were engrossed an account of the "notable achievements" of his 
administration and a tribute to "the fine spirit of devotion which 
underlies all his services, which will bear fruit far into the future." 
Names of hundreds of the citizens of Plainfield of all ranks of society 
were signed to this Memorial. A very valuable watch which accom- 
panied the book carried the inscription "To Leighton Calkins, mayor

of the city of Plainfield, N. J., I915-IMI3 from his fellow citizens in 
appreciation of his devotion to the public welfare. ''

Clifford died of heart failure at his home at Cape Elizabeth, Port- 
land, Me., on November 6, 1919. To his friends he had up to the 
day of his death seemed unusually well and full of vitality. His 
work in connection with the Food Administration during the war had 
brought him to Boston often and the recollection which he left among 
those who saw him most recently was that of great activity and good 
cheer and interest in his work and pride in his family and children. 

Clifford was bom in Portland, June 17, 1867, and was the eldest son 
of the Hon. William H. and Ellen Brown Clifford. He attended the 
public schools in Portland and Phillips-Andover Academy, and was 
graduated from Portland high school in 1886. In the fall of that year 
he entered Harvard University, from which he was graduated with 
high honors in June, 1890. Immediately after his graduation he began 
the study of law in his father's office in Portland and was admitted to 
the bar in May, 1893, becoming a member of the firm of Clifford, 
Verrill and Clifford. As a lawyer he ranked high, and in the Demo* 
cratic party, of which he was an honored member, he was regarded 
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as a wise counselor and successful leader. His interest in politics 
began at an early age and his activities in party matters commenced 
soon after his graduation from college. 

In 1895 he was chosen chairman of the Democratic city conmiittee, 
and in 1905 he was elected mayor of Portland. He was re-elected in 
1906, this being the first time in the history of the city of Portland 
where a Democrat had succeeded himself as mayor. His administra- 
tion of the affairs of the city gave great satisfaction, and he was a 
candidate for a third term in 1907, but was defeated by the Hon. 
Adam P. Leighton. In 1910, when the great Democratic overturn 
in the state took place, Clifford was elected to the Maine Senate and 
was made presiding officer of that body. He filled the position with a 
dignity and impartiality that won for him the friendship of the entire 
membership. 

In recent years Clifford had retired from the practice of law, but 
during the war he served as assistant fuel administrator for the state 
of Maine, and in that position his legal learning naturally was of great 
assistance to the work of the administrator. His labors as the assistant 
to the Hon. James C. Hamlin won for him the praise of all with whom 
he came in contact. Clifford was a member of the Maine Historical 
Society, the Maine Geological Society, the Cumberland Club and 
various other organizations. He had also served as president of the 
Harvard Club of Maine and the New England Federation of Harvard 
clubs and had been a director of the New England Harvard Alumni 
Association. 

He was married in Boston, May 5, 1897, to Caroline L. Devens, the 
daughter of Capt. Edward Feffer and Addie Maria Fairbanks Devens. 
Three children were bom to them, Katherine Louisa, in 1898, Nathan, 
Jr., in 1900, and William Henry in 1904. Besides the widow and 
children Clifford leaves two brothers, Major William H. Clifford, Jr., 
of Virginia, and Philip G. Clifford of Portland, and a sister, Mrs.

Well, as to continued activities begun prior to 1015; first, I seem

I received a commission as captain in the Medical Corps of iJie

I had visions of energetic and not 
lazy ease and of developing my interest in rural life problems, espe- 
cially as related to my own town, but the war brought new interests 
and new demands. 

My oldest son enlisted in the 317th Field Signal Battalion and saw 
a year's service, including action over seas. I got into local war work 
of all kinds available, and not getting complete satisfaction therefrom, 
I accepted in the summer of 1918 a position as administrator in the 
Extension Service of the Connecticut Agricultural College at Storrs. 
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Owing to the departure of the director for service in the Educational 
Department of the A.£.F.» I was soon placed in charge of the county 
agricultural agents of the state which position I still hold. This has 
given me opportunity to keep up my interest in agriculture and to 
help in the development of the war and post-war agricultural program 
of the state. Incidentally, it has brought me into close touch and 
friendship with younger, active men and I have grown young again 
in inverse proportion to my greyness. 

My farm is still in operation in Washington, Conn., where I am 
raising Holstein cows that have made good for several cow generations. 
I am living at Sterrs, the seat of the agricultural college, from which 
institution my daughter will graduate this year. My oldest son, after 
two years at Harvard and two in the war, is this year a student here» 
training for research work in agronomy and chemistry. I am con- 
tinuing my interest in geography by writing, and through my con- 
nection as secretary and editor, with the Association of American 
Geographers, a nation-wide scientific society, with which I have been 
associated since its founding in 1904, and of which I was president in 
1915.

Brother Morse S., '97, whose weight barred him from the 
Army, went to work "hammar and tongs" at ship building for Unde 
Sam on the Pacific Coast. The rest of my brothers failed to get in, 
much to their chagrin. Uncle Sam would not take me as a gift.

Until the entrance of our country into the war, "nothing to report 
since 1915" would have answered for my case, but since early in 1917 
things have happened rapidly, as might be well expected in a family 
where there were three boys of fighting age. At the first call for 
volunteers for the Navy, my youngest son, Samuel, then a Senior at 
Exeter, joined the Naval Reserve, signed for over seas duty, and at 
the beginning of the summer sailed on the U. S. S. Guinevere, a con- 
verted yacht, which with a number of other similar vessels, many of 
them manned with college men, formed the famous "Suicide Fleet," 
that for eighteen months patrolled and convoyed in French waters 
and in the English Channel. The work of this patrol was arduous 
and dangerous with little chance for excitement or glory, but of great 
importance. 

A few weeks later, my oldest son, Frederick, having gone to France 
in the American Field Service Ambulance Unit joined our Army in 
Paris as a student aviator. For a long time conditions were so con- 
fused that he was used as a truck driver in various parts of France 
pending assignment to an aviation training camp. Ultimately he 
was transferred to the groimd school at Princeton, but was not able 
to realize his hopes of flying in his country's service before the armis- 
tice put an end to so many ambitions. 

Early in 1918 my son Elbert, who had been rejected by the Navy 
and by the Army because of his injured knee, joined a number of Har- 
vard and other college men in going to Italy as ambulance drivers for 
the Red Cross. Here he saw active service on the Austrian front, 
taking part in the final successful drive in October and November, 
1918, that brought about the collapse of the Austrian army. His 
escapes were almost incredible, but fortunately he came through 
practically untouched, receiving the Italian War Cross for meritorious 
service and distinguished bravery under fire«

Finally the old man couldn't stand it either. After some months 
of training with our Home Guard, I entered the Harvard Reserve 
Officers Training Corps in July» 1918, and took the course at Cam- 
bridge and Camp Lawrence. Then by good fortune I found that the 
newly organized Chemical Warfare Service of our Army wished a 
number of older and experienced men to train as gas officers to send 
to France to take charge of the gas defense and offense of our troops, 
including the gas training of our officers and men and their general 
direction in matters of gas warfare.

month this side of embarkation for France. Now we are all safely 
back on our old jobs; two boys at Harvard, and myself back at the 
law once more, and looking forward to our next reunion at Cambridge-

In July, 1917 I went to France for the American Red Cross and on 
arrival was appointed director of the Department of Civil Affairs of 
the American Red Cross Commission to France. I organized and 
directed the work of this department, which included the establish- 
ment of agencies for the prevention of tuberculosis, for promoting 
child welfare and preventing infant mortality, for the care of refugees, 
for assisting in the re-education of permanent cripples, and for the 
beginnings of reconstruction in the devastated area. In the course of 
a year, this developed into an agency with a staff of fourteen hundred 
selected physicians, nurses, social workers, sanitarians and other 
specialists and with an expenditure, which by May, 1918, amoimted to 
some four million dollars per month. 

After the armistice, I was sent by the American Red Cross in charge 
of a special survey mission as to the most pressing needs of the civilian

From the moment we entered the war I was very active, though 
inconspicuously, in civilian war work in Spokane, Wash., and vicinity, 
both in connection with various drives and in combating certain 
seditious activities. The latter work, I have the satisfaction of feeling, 
was really importantly useful, but cannot well be discussed here. 
About mid-year 1918 1 came to New York where I continued my civil- 
ian war activities until the armistice. Attempts to get into active 
service at diflFerent times were abortive; the only satisfaction I had 
in this direction being vicariously through the service of my son, 
Bradford (Harvard 1916), as a second lieutenant of Artillery and of 
my daughter, Gertrude, who was with the Harvard Surgical Unit at 
the British Front as X-ray technician.

Gay reaUy did a wonderful work in Washington in bringing his 
statistical data to practical results. He started in on the Shipping 
Board and conceived the idea of restricting imports that were not 
particularly needed for wai' work and thus gaining space in ships for 
carrying munitions, food and men for our Army and those of our 
Allies from this coimtry abroad. He established a splendid number 
of expert statisticians, each one of whom made a certain commodity 
a specialty. These were mostly college deans and professors who 
quickly acquired a book knowledge of needs and supplies of these 
various commodities. 

For instance, a man would be devoted to the study of rubber. He 
would know the whole subject and have at his fingers' ends the amount 
of rubber imported into this coimtry during the last ten years; the 
growth of the use of rubber, and what percentage of this total could 
properly be called essential — to which amoimt importations might be 
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safely limited without in any way injuring our war preparations. 
Another man would have similar knowledge of wool; another of 
minerals; fruits; peanuts; rabbit skins for hats; rattans and reeds for 
furniture; tobacco, etc., down the Ust of himdreds of raw materials. 
In this way over seven hundred and fifty thousand tons of shipping 
were foimd for the necessities of the war. 

So successful was Gay in quickly starting this bureau that he was 
made a member of the War Trade Board, and afterwards the War 
Industries Board, and was the strongest man on both. He was a 
tremendous worker himself, and had the magnetism to inspire enthu- 
siasm in others. It was generally conceded that he was one of the few 
strong men in Washington who made it possible for men and supplies 
to get across the water; a man of great knowledge, but no bigotry. 
His department was as full of SociaUsm as were all others in Washing- 
ton. These college professors were so enthusiastic in keeping out un- 
necessary commodities that they laughed with glee when an unfortu- 
nate business man faced ruin as a result; but the main business was 
to win the war and it was confidently planned that if the armistice 
had not come on November 11th, on the following July the United 
States would have had four million men in Europe and the necessary 
munitions and suppUes.

In April, 1917, desiring to contribute if possible to our war re- 
sources, I undertook to develop a form of ship that could be built 
from f aciUties not then used for that purpose. It appeared that weld- 
ed cast steel ships might be built for the most part in foundries and 
assembled rapidly on a few shipways. Rolling mills were working to 
their utmost capacity, punching and riveting facilities, labor, and 
skilled shipbuilders were working to the limit of their abilities. In 
spite of all these efforts the time required to build ships and the 
prospect of immediate ships in large numbers appeared dim. By 
melting scrap steel in electric furnaces and pouring it into standard- 
ized molds and welding the units into hulls it appeared to be possible 
to turn out ships in weeks instead of months from untapped sources 
of skill, labor and material. 

The Shipping Board invited this development. General Groethals 
promised government assistance but his resignation prevented that. 
His successors frowned upon it imtil Schwab assumed control when 
we were further encouraged. A company was formed by leading 
New York financial powers without thought of profit to design such 
a ship and to present the plans to the Shipping Board. An engineer- 
ing force was put to work day and night to design the ship and molds. 
The method of making castings was tested and proved successful. 
The Shipping Board invited us to submit a proposition. Before this 
could be done, the armistice was signed. Thus ended our ardent 
efforts to help win the war. Should we continue the development of 
this enterprise? We took "account of stock." 

It appeared that our new ship would be cheaper, hghter, stronger, 
more durable, quicker to build and more economical to operate. It 
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appeared to be a greater advance over riveted ships than they were 
over wooden ships. Shipping interests encouraged us by offering a 
contract for over 200,000 Dwt. So we decided to go on. Our plans 
were revamped for a more perfect construction and at the present 
time we are undertaking to build the first ship of ten thousand tons 
to be followed by others. The writer dropped a *' perfectly good** 
patent law practise to embark upon a risky undertaking that he 
would never have undertaken except for war purposes. The «iter- 
prise is in its initial stages at the present time. 

I was also a member of the United States Shipping Board on the 
Welding Committee during the war. I am also a member of the 
American Bureau of Welding and of the Research Committee of that 
Bureau, which conducts the development of welding for the principal 
technical societies and governmental agencies of the country.

Hutchinson went out in the latter part of the spring of 1915 as 
surgeon in chief of the University of Pennsylvania Unit which re- 
ported at the American Ambulance Hospital of Paris at Neuilly on 
the 1st of July, 1915, for a three months' service. At that time he 
held the rank of major in the United States Reserve. At the end of 
the three months, the succeeding unit failed to come out and he, to- 
gether with the committee of the American Ambulance, organized a 
force which continued the work at the hospital. At that time, of 
course, they were having practically only French as patients. 

When we went into the war this private organization was absorbed 
by the Red Cross and the hospital became the American Red Cross 
MiUtary Hospital No. 1, a regular army sturgeon being in nominal 
command. This situation continued until May, 1918, when the regu- 
lar army man was withdrawn and Hutchinson was given command 
of the hospital with the rank of lieutenant-colonel in United States 
Army. Just after this the capacity of the hospital was very largely 
increased, something over two thousand beds, and a great many 
Americans were received, especially after the Chateau Thierry attack. 
The increase in the hospital and the ability to take care of the large 
number of wounded who came in after this affair was solely due to 
Hutchinson's foresight and tremendous amount of work on his part 
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in bringing both the regular army and the Red Cross to provide 
additional equipment. K he had had his way, Neuilly would have 
been able to take care of all the men who came down, but as it was 
it was a hard push for several weeks. 

During the summer he was given rank of full colonel in United States 
Army and remained in command of the hospital until its final close 
in April, 1919. In addition to the work at Neuilly during the war» 
for part of his service he acted as consulting surgeon for quite a num- 
ber of the smaller hospitals in Paris and the neighborhood and was 
for a time also the commanding officer at Juilly. It is safe to say 
there were few men on the other side who wasted less time than he 
did during his service. After four years, closed, he returned to 
Philadelphia in the spring of 1919.

Was in Brazil during all the period that 
we were in the war and during the year subsequent to the armistice, 
being fully occupied with negotiations between our government and 
that of Brazil growing out of the latter's entry into the world struggle 
on the side of the Allies, with cable censorship, black listing, the cur- 
tailment of German activities and the protection and extension of 
American trade.

NATHANIEL BOWDITCH POTTER, 1869-1919 

Bt Frederick C. Shattuck, '68 

Nathaniel Bowditch Potter, bom on Christmas Day, was a true 
son of Harvard. His life may justly be termed heroic. He took an 
A.B. degree at the College of the City of New York in 1888, an A.B. 
at Harvard in 1890, his M.D. at Harvard in 1896. Both in college 
and in the Medical School it was necessary for him to support himself 
wholly, and yet, in the latter, he took a very high rank in his studies* 
He then traveled with patients in Europe and elsewhere for several 
years. The time thus spent was by no means lost, for he was one to 
profit to the full from the contact with men and things which travel 
offers so abundantly. It undoubtedly broadened his outlook on life,, 
and must have influenced his later career. His entrance in the prac- 
tice of his profession in New York was thus delayed. There were 
those who would have been glad to have Potter stay in Boston, so 
high was their estimate of his quaUty. But the path of self-support 
which Potter had to tread is shorter for the able man in New York 
than in Boston, though it is probably more thorny; and he had there» 
as, indeed, he won everywhere, influential friends who knew that they 
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were more than safe in backing him. The res angustcs of early life and 
the unremitting hard work which they called forth helped to train his 
mind and strengthen his character; but they drew heavily on his vital 
reserve and were thus a handicap to his professional life, the pace of 
which, in New York particularly, calls even more loudly for the corpus 
sanum than for the mens sana. But he showed his body no mercy 
and forced it to his will, rapidly and steadily winning recognition. To 
the sick, whether poor or rich, he was a tower of strength, built four 
square on the comer stones of knowledge, character, sympathy and 
devotion. To his brother physicians he was the high-minded seeker 
after truth, making the best use of present, while eagerly striving 
after deeper, knowledge of the facts of life bearing on happiness and 
usefulness, as does disease in such large measure. Obscure general 
infections aroused his special interest, and he was one of the very first 
to recognize the frequent relations of the teeth thereto. How far he 
realized in his early days in New York that he was Uving on his vital 
capital is hard to say. He certainly did not allow any one else to notice 
it, working on to the limit, often under conditions of health which 
would have kept down a man of less ambition, courage, and resolu- 
tion. A full list of appointments held, society memberships, publi- 
cations, etc., has its place; but reveals little of the man himself, and 
will, therefore, be omitted here. 

His success was inevitable; but the interest and the inspiration of 
his life are what really count, and what I would that I could more 
adequately set forth. The death of a child in 1915 from a rare and 
hopeless malady further sapped his vitality. 

Busily engaged as he was in private practice, hospital and literary 
work and teaching, the crying need of research and of the solution of 
the many problems of the living body, our ignorance of which impairs 
usefulness and smooth working, obsessed his mind. He saw and fore- 
saw the leading r61e which chemistry seems bound to play in yielding 
some control, if not the mastery, of the prevention and cure of certain 
metabolic diseases, such as gout, diabetes, and some forms of so- 
called rheumatism. He reaUzed that study along these Unes must be 
comprehensive; that the best obtainable clinical and laboratory facili- 
ties should be welded together for the benefit of individual chronic 
sufferers, and through them for the greater benefit of potential future 
sufferers. His rarely engaging and enthusiastic, but balanced, person- 
ality enlisted the interest of friends and patients and the Carnegie 
Foundation, and provided the funds for the laboratory side of the 
work, while the City Hospital of New York furnished the clinic. 
Within a year came the break. Diabetes fastened itself upon him, 
and compelled him, at the height of his success, to give up his New 
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York career, including his well-won Professorship of Clinical Medi- 
cine in Columbia University to which he was appointed in 1916. 

He moved to Santa Barbara, carrying his indomitable courage with 
him. With the consent of the subscribers the funds for the laboratory 
work which he inaugurated in New York were transferred to and 
afliliated with the Cottage Hospital of Santa Barbara. For two and a 
half years he fought as gallant a fight as ever did any man. He organ- 
ized the work, presided over and inspired it, triumphing over, in the 
spirit, a relentless makdy. 

A building specially designed for the use of the clinic has been pro- 
vided through the generosity of friends in Santa Barbara, and the 
Laboratory Clinic is in full operation now, in accordance with his 
plans. There should be no doubt of the success of the effort now on 
foot to secure a permanent support to the Nathaniel Bowditch Potter 
Endowment for Medical Research. We cannot here set forth in full 
the reasons why such centers of medical research detached from large 
medical schools are of vital importance. Suffice it to say that the 
thorough study of chronic and insidious maladies demands a contin- 
uity and duration of observation, with climatic and other advantages, 
which the general hospitals of large centers can rarely, if ever, afford. 
Similar centers of combined research and remedial care seem sure to 
follow in other suitable parts of the country. The Rockefeller Listi- 
tute in New York, with all its advantages of brains and money, lacks 
the climate and surroundings which are so important in the care, ar- 
rest, or retardation of certain chronic diseases. Out of the tragic evil 
of Dr. Potter's physical breakdown has thus grown an offshoot of 
great potential good to mankind. While bodily weakness was com- 
peUing, the spirit prevailed. The central idea of the Laboratory 
Clinic was expanded in all details, present and future, and many suf- 
ferers from far and near got the benefit of Dr. Potter's wisdom and 
sublime courage. Tuberculosis of the lungs, an unfair fighter which 
hits below the belt and takes every advantage of weakened resist- 
ance, was added to his diabetes; but the spirit never flagged. When 
too weak to walk he was carried to his motor and thus to the hospital. 
There in a wheel chair he made his rounds. When too weak to do 
even this, selected patients were carried to his room and came under 
the influence of his fortitude which, like radium, constantly threw off 
emanations, without seemingly wasting the source of supply. The 
last five weeks of his life were passed in the hospital in San Francisco 
under the care of his old friend. Dr. Mofitt (M.D. Harvard 1894, Pro- 
fessor of Medicine in the University of California). 

He married, in 1908, Mary, daughter of Professor C. S. Sargent. 
The share which her loving devotion and sympathy contributed to 
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his life and its fruition can be merely hinted. Let him who hath 
imagination indulge it. 
Kipling's lines, — 

"K you can force your heart and nerve and sinew 
To serve your turn long after they are gone. 
And so hold on when there is nothing in you 
Except the WILL which says to them: 
^Holdonf" 

hung in his room, were daily, nay constantly, in his mind, and were 
embodied in his life. A tablet inscribed with them, selected by his co- 
workers as their gift to his memory, has been placed on the walls of the 
Memorial Building.

My nearest approach to war service was in connection with the 
Boston Army Supply Base, the big shipping terminal constructed in 
South Boston during 1918 and 1919 for the transmission of supplies 
and equipment to our troops abroad.

Fay, Spofford and Thomdike, made all the pre- 
liminary studies and were in full charge of the engineering including 
all design and supervision and inspection of construction. The strik- 
ing impression left on everybody's mind was the way in which prac- 
tically everybody, government ofBcers, engineers, contractors, and 
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even labor unions, threw aside differences and got together to secure 
both speed and good work; also the extraordinary results in these two 
directions of which our people are capable. The constructing quarter- 
master was sitting in hiTown office with telephone and plumbing aU 
in place ten days after the temporary office building, two stories high 
and some three hundred feet long was decided upon. 

I am still practising engineering, now at 15 Beacon Street, except 
on rare occasions when I go snow-shoeing on Mt. Monadnock, or chop 
trees in the Weston wood lot.

The events of the war have made the happenings of our individual 
lives seem petty and eternally trivial, and we all probably feel embar- 
rassed when we start to set down our record for the last five years. I 
have managed in some manner to retain my position at Columbia 
University, have pubUshed a number of articles, some of them about 
the war, and have continued to serve as joint-editor of the Romanic 
Review which has just completed its tenth year. Early in 1917 there 
appeared over my name an Ode to France (Oxford University Press, 
New York), which was recited many times during the war by such 
skilful artists as Julia Marlowe and Louise Daniels. The words of 
this poem served as a libretto for the admirable cantata of the Danish- 
American composer, Carl Busch (The H. W. Gray Co., New York, 
1919). I enlisted in the American Field Service in the early summer 
of 1917, went to France and returned in February, 1918.

$100,000 TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY FUND 

Up to July 15th, 1915, the Committee on the Twenty-Fifth Anniver- 
sary Fund had received: 

In cash $80,289.53 

In subscriptions 22,202.50 

In securities 1,700.00 

making a total of $104,192.03 

In anticipation of collections on deferred subscriptions the committee 
had made a payment to the College, on Conmiencement Day, 1915, 
of $86,000. Many men have paid up their deferred subscriptions 
from time to time so that the committee were able to reimburse them- 
selves for the difference between the $80,289.53 received in cash and 
the amount of $86,000 paid in to the College, and to make further 
payments on account of the fund so that the total amount now cred- 
ited to the Class on the books of the College, as of February 18, 1921, 
is $92,925.38 including both cash and securities at the valuation 
accepted by the College. 

A number of the deferred subscriptions have been cancelled, owing 
to the death of subscribers or to other reasons, but it is hoped that,
